GAME  NOTES 


The  Vernon  Vipers  (12-11-3-0)  make  their  only  regular  season  visit  of  the  year  to  Wenatchee. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  This  is  the  fifth  regular  season  meeting  all-time.  The  Wild  are  3-0-1  head  to 
head  vs  Vernon,  having  faced  the  Vipers  in  the  BCHL  Showcase  in  each  of  the  last  two  seasons. 
The  Wild  won  both  Showcase  meetings,  and  pounded  the  Vipers  8-1  in  Vernon,  but  the  one 
game  played  in  Wenatchee  last  season  saw  Vernon  win  3-2  in  OT. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Brendan  Harris  continues  to  lead  both  the  Wild  and  the  BCHL  with  47 
points  (llg,  36a),  while  Charlie  Combs  is  second  in  overall  points  and  leads  the  BCHL  with  27 
goals.  Alex  Bates  leads  Wenatchee  defense  with  16  points  (Og,  16a).  Jagger  Williamson's  20 
points  (5g,  15a)  leads  the  Vipers  followed  by  Steven  Jandric  (llg,  5a)  and  Niko  Karamanis  (9g, 
7a).  Michael  Ufberg  (3g,  12a)  leads  point  production  from  the  blue  line. 

BIG  GUNS:  4 of  the  top  20  scorers  in  the  BCHL  will  be  on  the  ice  tonight  for  Wenatchee  with 
Brendan  Harris  (47  pts)  and  Charlie  Combs  (42  pts)  in  the  top  2 slots,  Troy  Conzo  is  seventh  (34 
pts)  and  Brian  Williams  ranks  eighteenth  (30  pts). 

HOME  SWEEP  HOME:  Wenatchee  sports  an  unblemished  record  at  Town  Toyota  Center  this 
year  of  10-0-0,  outscoring  opponents  by  a total  of  64-17.  The  Vipers  are  5-7-2  on  the  road. 

REARVIEW  MIRROR:  The  Wild  are  coming  off  a 5-3  win  over  division  rival  Chilliwack  at  home  on 
Wednesday  night  to  move  back  into  first  place  in  the  Mainland  Division.  The  Vipers  ground  out 
a 2-1  win  at  home  on  Sunday  over  Cowichan  Valley. 

MOVING  ON:  This  weekend  wraps  up  tomorrow  night  when  the  Wild  welcome  West  Kelowna. 
The  Vipers  travel  to  Coquitlam  on  Saturday  and  then  Langley  on  Sunday  afternoon  to  wrap  up 
their  road  swing.
